It is quite warm down here yet. I 


is raining now. We only drilled abou 
an hour until it began to rain an 
then we went in the K Co. mess ha! 
and the officers lectured on masks an 
poisonous gas. Soon we will be drill 
ing with poison gas masks. 
I wish 


you could be here to watch us drill- 
ing. The field we drill in is about 
two miles long and it is about full 
when they all get out there and tlien 
there is only 3 regiments on the field. 
1 would like to seo the entire camp 


Crolx de Guerre. The letter was writ- 
ten to his family: 


"I know there Is certainly uo way 


that in writing I can give you any 
idea of the experiences I have passed 
through and the .things I have seen. I' 
night just as well confine my remarks 
o'•'•!'am well and hope you are the 
line.' 
"At present I ana writing on a hard- 


wood table under an electric desk 
amp. 
I am within a few hundred 


yards of the German trenches, and hell 
s loose above me. But here it is per- 
fectly quiet; I am three stories below j 
ground In a sort of catacomb. Here 


wait till my car is needed. The air 
s fresh but somewhat damp; the place 
s dark, cluttered with stretchers; 
brancardiers pass in and out. 


Must Forget All Feeling. 


"Across the tnble sits an officer nt 
telephone switchboard. Every little 


while—perhaps once every five min- 
utes—men come in by the communl- 
:ation trenches, bearing silent, dirty, 
bloody lumps. They are carried under 
acetylene lights in a small room in the 
second cellar and the surgeons silt the 
filthy woolen and begin their work. 


"I am surprised nt the excellent con- 


trol I have over iny nerves. This aft- 
ernoon I opened a box of sardines, 
carefully s,prend the fish on a hunk of 
bread, and ate the light, lunch with 
relish while the priest heard confes- 
sion from n torn and crushed ghastly 
thing beneath which the red patch 
grew and grew in spite of the lint 
bandages. Jjjfijtpw it Bounds heartless, 
but one has*lo^'develop the faculty of 
giving opiates to one's sympathetic 
reactions. 
"It Is only afterwards that I re- 


member these horrors and shudder— 
a man with face torn nwny; a shame- 
ful Bnlrcml thing out of which came a 
slight, indescribable sound; n mnn suf- 
fering from shell shook, mind gone, 
every muscle of his body crawling, 
crawling. But enough of that. 


Work in Hell of Noise. 


"Well, if I am 'on deck' and they 


have a load of wounded ready, I 
emerge from the quiet cavern into a 
world .where the sky is shattered, 
split, sundered by report after "report.

Shells Hit Three Car*. 


"Three of our cars have been hit by 


eclats; two put temporarily out of 
commission. One car hit a new shell- 
hole two nights ago and tipped over. 
The driver left the car to find a tele- 
phone, nnd when he returned he found 
u shell had passed through the driv- 
er's seat. 


"I have no hatred of the Germans. 


Somehow I am beyond that. 
Even 


when they came down In airplanes 
on our hospital the other night, and 
with bombs killed and wounded 14, in- 
cluding nurses, I could not summon 
hatred—only horror, and wonder. 


"On one trip down from the Poste 


de Secours I carried a half dozen 
French doctors of Importance and one 
wounded man, a 'couche' of consider- 
able Interest. He was a Prussian first 
lieutenant, the highest officer taken In 
the recent attack. After lying In the 
trenches for a day he was brought In 
with the remaining French wounded
